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MOTHER'S AND FATHER'S DAT 


The confectioners of the country, who invest 


many million dollars every year in special gift 
assortments, special packages and special adver- 
tisnig for the different holidays, are trying to 
ascertain the strength of the movement to con- 
solidate -Mother's Day" and "Father's Day" in a 
single anniversary, to be called -Parents' Day." 
A. M. Kelly, president of the National Confec- 
tioners' Association, has written to newspapers 
all over the country asking them to submit the 
question to their readers. 


Mother's Day will be observed this year on 


Sunday, May 10, and Father's Day on Sunday, 
June 14. Mother's Day was first on the calendar 
with an honorable history dating back to the an- 
cient English custom of visiting one's mother on 
a mid-Lenten Sunday. Ths day was known as 
-Mothering Sunday." The custom reappeared in 
America along about 1908 when a special Sunday 
in May was set aside as an anniversary to honor 
the mothers of the country with gifts of flowers 
and candy and other tokens of affection. 


Several years ago murmurs were heard to the 


effect that father also deserved recognition and 
a special anniversary of his own. The result was 
the establishment of Father's Day and the cus- 
tom of sending appropriate gifts to Dad on that 
occasion. 


The proponents of a joint celebration point out 


that both parents are essential to a happy liome 
and that they should not be divorced by separate 
days of honor. The opponents insist that each is 


important enough to have his or her own anni- 
versary. 


Mr. Kelly says that the confectioners have not 


taken sides on this question because "Father and 
Mother both like candy and we know that a box 
of sweets addressed to either or both is pretty 
certain to be shared." Nevertheless the industry 
is trying to get a line on popular sentiment for 
its guidance in future years. 


TWO CENTS A DAY 


Figures on the annual per capita consumption 


of candy issued by the Department of Commerce 
remind us again that this is a great country. Al- 
though we spent nearly a billion dollars for con- 
fectionery last year, this enormous sum was di- 
vided among such a large population that, speak- 
ing in averages, each of us spent for candy only 
a little over two cents a day. 


In terms of quantity the candy eaten by each 


man, woman and child during the year was only 
twelve pounds, enough for about one bite a day.. 
In the face of these figures, the complaints of 
certain health cranks that Americans eat too 
many sweets are rather ludicrous. In pounds, 
the figures for candy consumption were about 
the same as our consumption of coffee. And can- 
dy is a food, while coffee, except for its sugar, 
cream and milk content, is a stimulant. 


The Department's survey shows also that con- 


fectionery is only about half sugar, the other 
half being nuts, milk, chocolate, fruits and other 
food products which, taken by themselves, are 
not classed as sweets at all.

county coroner, testified that he 
was called to the scene by Lantz 
and that he searched 
Cole's 


clothing and found a key and a 
circular letter. He stated that his 
examination of the body revealed 
that Cole had been shot three 
times. One bullet entered the 
angle of the right jaw and was 
lodged in the clavicle on the left 
side, the coroner said, while an- 
other bullet entered the back and 
came out at the chest surface. 
The third bullet made a flesh 
Wound in the back. 


The overcoat, pants, coat, cap 


and shirt worn by Cole on the 
fatal night were shown the cor- 
oner by Prosecutor Bussell of 
Hancock county who said that 
the clothing would be passed to 
the jury later. The coat and 
pants were of blue serge materi- 
al, the overcoat was a mottled 
gray affair and the cap was light 
gray. The raiment -was..made of 
rather cheap material and indi- 
cated that Cole was a man of 
small stature. A United States 
service button occupied the lapel 
of the coat. 


The defense registered a point

The gruesome story of the 


finding of the lifeless body o: 
Raymond Cole at the side of a 
lonely lane near New Palestine 
last November 1 was related by 
two Indianapolis men in Rush 
circuit court yesterday afternoon 
as testimony opened in the case 
of Mrs. Marie Cole, 25, who is 
charged as accessory to her hus- 
band's murder. 


The witnesses, Roy E. Curson 


54 South' Dearborn street, and 
Floyd E. Wenrick, 51 Whittier 
Place, Indianapolis, who were 
the first called in the trial, said 
they came upon the body while 
hunting near a cottage owned 
by Curson and summoned Han- 
cock county authorities. 


Opening of testimony in the 


case climaxed a day filled with 
events, including the 
sudden 


agreement on a jury late in the 
morning and the delivering of 
opening statements by state and 
defense. 


The defendant heard herself 


both condemned as a cold blood- 
ed conspirator against her. hus- 
band's life and defended as an 
"innocent little girl" neglected 
by a bootlegger husband in the 
opening statements delivered by 
William E. Bussell, 
Hancock 


county prosecutor, for the state, 
and J. Herbert Hartman, Indi- 
anapolis attorney, for the de- 
fense. 


Bussell, speaking first, outlined 


the history of the case, declared 
the state would prove absolutely 
that Mrs. Cole and Frank Jor- 
dan, her paramour, planned the 
murder of Cole as long as three 
weeks before the crime was com- 
mitted, and asked the jury to 
sentence the attractive young 
woman to death in the electric 
chair for her part in the crime. 
A "great love" between Mrs. Cole 
and Jordan and a plot to collect 
Sole's insurance were assigned 
by Bussell as a double motive for 
the crime.
